When asked whether he -would ac- 


cept the presidency of Colombia and 
whether this Liberal success would 
causa any change In his plans, he 
said: "I prefer not to say whether I 
will accept the presidency until I have 
conferred with General Opsina and 
General Holguin. So far I have de- 
clined the offer. 
I can not say just 


now whether or not I may take a dif- 
ferent view of the matter after con- 
ferring with my countrymen, hut this 


my decision." 


General Pedro Ospina and General 


Holguin, the former minister of war 
of Colombia and the latter formerly 
finance minister, have arrived here to 
confer with General Reyes, a member 
of the pan-American congress. It is 
understood they will offer him the 
presidency of Colombia, assuring him 
that his taking office will bring peace
